I am  impatient  .Marflnl,  to  fend 
you  back  your  aid-de- camp,  to  an 
nounce  po  you  the  brilliant  viaory 
which  vve  have  Jiili  gained  over  th 
Ruffian  army.  They  were  drawn 
out  in  array  before  u»,  to  the  iium 
ber  of  60,000  men,  of  which  15,000 
were  Auftrians.  On  the  loth  they 
made  a motion  in  their  left  wing  to 
attack  us,  and  to  lurrouud  our  right, 
it  was  evident  they  meditated  an 
attack  on  the  11th.  The  Emperor, 
asufualwith  him,  prevented  this,  by 
himfelf  commencing  the  attack  at 
the  break  of  day.  The  battle  lafted 
from  8 o’clock  in  the  morning,  to  5 
in  the  evening.  1 he  Ruffian  army 
was  entirely  deftroyed  ; 25,000  pri- 
foners  taken;  15,000  killed,. and 
120  pieces  of  cannon  taken  poffefli- 
011  of.  The  guards  of  the  Ruffian 
Emueror  were  attacked  by  thofe  of 
the  Eniperor  Napolean — I'h*y  w'ere 
entirely  difcoii, filed  ; the  Colonel 
and  one  third  of  their  officers  ta- 
ken ; the  ftandard  bearer,  all  their 
artillery,  and  in  fine  the  whole  body 
of  the  guards,  as  well  horfc  as  foot, 
to  the  amount  of  f,ooo  men,  were 
entirely  cut  to  pieces.  Almoft  all 
the  Ruffian  Generals  have  fallen  in- 
to our  hands.  The  Emperors  cf 
Huf.ia  and  Auftria  had  tlie  greateft 
difiicuiiy  to  fave  themfelves  acr'ofs 
the  niarlhes.  A confiderable  qiian- 
tity  of  men,  (topped  by  tlie  maiihes 
of  a lake,  into  which  they  threw 
hemfclves,  were  drowned,  experi- 
encing the  fame  fate  as  the  Turks, 
who  threw  themfelves  into  the  lea’ 
at  the  battle  of  Abookir.  Oar 
troops  are  now  purfning  the  remain.s 
of  this  army,  once  fo  arrog.mt.
